COLLEGE COURSE. 
The Great Need of Such an In- 
- Stitution at ‘the 
Present bay

ome of a mechanic, “from a 
course at an agricultural college,” 
remarked a prominent citizen a 
few days ago, 

“You know how it is with an 
ax: grind it down nearly to an 
edge and it will not cut well. It 
takes the few finishing turns of 
the stone, the few deft. strokes of 
the oilstone to give it the cutting 
edge. The country is full of just 
that kind of men~men lacking 
the finishing stroke that produces 
a cutting edge. The farms of our 
country have on -them tens of 
thousands of men who can almost 
succeed. They have ‘brains and 
ability, and they work hard, and 
as a matter of thot they do fairly 
well, ju by the standards of 
their neighbors. But they lack 
the definite knowledge about their 
business that would take it out of 
the rut of “work,” and would make 
ita profession. They know, it 
may be, a good horse when they 
see it, but they could not tell you 
why it is a good horse, They can 
tella good crop of grain at a 
qience, but they do not quite et 

erstand why one wheat is No. 
Northern and another is No. 3. 
Yn short what is lacking in their 
education is just that kind of 
exact, quickly gained knowledge 
that it is the effort of every short 
course in every college of the land 


to give. 

We have so long looked upon 
the farmer as aneditated that it 
is perhaps hard for the ordinary 
schoolman to look at him in any 
other light. But if we are goi 
tu solve the question of agricu 
tural education in a prac ‘tical way 
we must get the right view point. 
As a inatter of fact, when the boy 
comes from the farm to the college 
he is already well posted on ine 
practical side of his business 
the end is to make out of him a 
practical working farmer it is 
sheer folly to insist that he must 
either take the full college course 
or nothing The sharp incisive 
lessous on plant and animal jud- 
ving fit directly into his experi 
ence and round out an education 
beyuu when as a little toddler he 
followed “dad? down to the barn 
eighteen years ago. This to him 
the finish, rather than the begin 
ning of au education that is every 
where, on every side, practical. 

Jo not believe in education 
svlely, uoreven very largely, be 
cause of the dollars it can bring 
its possessor. That is to look on 
the wrong end of life. I never 
have yet talked with a man whose 
idea did not seem to be to get 
enough together to sa ge y 
living ucation, by w eupey

Admiral Bosanquet has, in the last 
decade, been commander-in-chief suc- 
cessively in three stations situated in 
widely different parts of the world, 
and, since 1907, commander-in-chief 
at Portsmouth. He went to the East 
Indies in 1899, remaining there for 
three years, and in 1904 passed to 
American waters, where he remained 
for the next three years as comman- 
der-in-chief for North America and 
the West Indies. - 

Admiral Bosanquet holds several 
decorations from other courts. He 
was, in 1906, invested with the Grand 
Cross of Swords of Sweden, and the 
year after with the Grand Cross of 
the Red Eagle of Prussia.
